I, KATHY L. TISSUE, declare as follows: 



1. I am an executive assistant to Attorney Jeffrey 
S. Whittle, the attorney of record in the above-referenced 
patent application . 



2. It is my understanding that the above-referenced' 
patent application is a continuation-in-part of design patent 
application serial number 29/117,520 filed on January 26, 
2000. Mr. Sam R. Marchand signed the declaration, power of 
attorney, and assignment documents for the parent design 
patent application on March 2, 2000 (see Exhibit A) . 

3. Per Attorney Whittle's instructions, I 
transmitted correspondence to Mr. Sam R. Marchand, one of the 
joint inventors of the above-referenced patent application, in 
August 22, 2000. The correspondence included a copy of the 
above-referenced patent application (claims, specifications, 
and drawings), along with a copy of all supporting documents 
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(declaration, power of attorney, and assignment documents) (see 
Exhibit B) . 

4. Upon Attorney Whittle's instructions and after 
transmitting the above-referenced documents to Mr. Sam R. 
Marchand, 1 telephoned him to follow up on the status of the 
above-referenced documents. Mr. Marchand stated that he had 
received the documents and that he would execute and send them 
back to us. 

5. The above-referenced documents were never 
returned to our office . 

6. It is my understanding that Mr. Gary Haberland, 
one of the joint inventors of the above-referenced patent 
application, transmitted to Mr. Sam R. Marchand, a second 
package containing the above-referenced documents.
